Drawings

The Indicators are supported in 
the housing 10 and are made resilient by springs and pins. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 38-42 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
